Indian Parade Best Ever Held Here. 


Elks Give Treat to 


Six Hundred Kiddies. Old Timers’ Museum a Fea- 
ture. Baseball Tournament called off, and Auto 
Races Considerably cut down. Indians have Good 
Horse Races. Full List of Prize Winners. 


The twenty-sixth annual exhibition 
of the Wetaskiwin Exhibition Asso- 
ciation was held on Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday of last week. The 
fair was originally intended to be held 
on Thursday and Friday only, but 
heavy rains on Thursday caused the 
management to put on the list of at- 
tractions on Friday and Saturday. 


The attendance on Thursday and 
Friday was poor, owing to the weather 
ut the Saturday ettendance was 
good, «ithough not creating a record. 
Owing to the low gate receipts and 
the heavy cost of attractions, the 
directors of the association have de- 
cided to pay 75 per cent of the prizes 
awarded, By doing this the fair will 
break about even on the exhibition, 
and no further amount will be added 
to the debt now owing. 

For the first time, the exhibition 
put on an O!d Timer’s museum ex- 
hibit, and this class received two 
very interesting exhibits, although we 
pre sure that more could have been 
found to compete in this class, An 
old copper pot shown by Mrs. Latimer 
and an old chimney limp shown by 
Mrs. E. B. Switzer took first and sec- 
ond prizes respectively. The article 
taking the first prize had been the 
property of Mrs. Latimer, the firet 
white woman in Wetaskiwin, for up- 
wards of thirty years. Mrs. Latimer 
got the pot from some Indiaus who 
had used it for cooking in the olden 
days. 


ho Indiin encampment and paraded, 


was the best ever held in the city, 
nud wag one of the features of the ex- 
hibition. Deeket out in full war paint 
the Hobbema Indians paraded the 
streets each day, and gave pow-wows 
in front of the grandstand. Their 
camp in the centre of the race track 
was well worth visiting. 

The Elks of the city deserve great 
credit for the way the kiddies were 
shown a real time at the fair, Some 
600 kiddies were admitted to the fair 
free of charge and in addition handed 
tickets which entitled them to four 
free rides on the merry-go-round, or 
admission to any of the side shows. 

The merry-go-round was kept busy 
giving the kiddies their rides, and in 
between rides they made tracks for 
the Elks’ booth where free ice cream, 
soft drinks and popcorn were dis- 
pensed until the supply was exhaust- 
ed. Fifteen gallons of ice cream were 
given out, nearly 1,000 bottles of pop, 
and a barrel full of popcorn, before 
the Elks decided that the kiddies had 
enough for one day. 

The midway, owned by Conklin & 
Garrett, received much attention, and 
was considerably better than midways 
at the fair in former years. 

The baseball tournament, which was 
to have included seven teams, was 
called off on Friday morning owing 
to the rain, but the Hobbema Indians 
and Hurd Lake put on two exhibition 
games on Saturday, which were well 
attended. The diamond was still in 
poor shape, but good baseball was 
played nevertheless. The Indians 
captured the afternoon game and 
Hurd Lake the evening game. 

The auto races were also consid- 
erably cut down on account of the 
wet track, but the two races held 
were good, Chas, Nelson taking the 
two mile race, and Jimmie Chapman 
of Edmonton, the three mile event. 
The last race was made in extra 
good time considering the track, the 
time for the three miles being 3:21%.

TWO ADDRESSES AT 
KIWANIS MEETING 


The International convention held 
recently at Denver, was the subject 
of two very interesting addresses at 
Tuesday's meeting of the Kiwanis 
Club. Kiwanian H. R. French occu- 
pied the chair in the absence of Pres- 
ident Charlie Russell, and during the 
supper announced that full details of 
organization for the big Kiwanis Kid- 
dies’ Picnic to Pigeon Lake had been 
completed, and read the lists of 
those who will act on the various 
comniittees, 

President Charlie Reed, Vice Presi- 
dent Doc. C. C. Tatham, and Secre- 
tary Roy Henry of the Edmonton club 
again showed their interest in the 
local organization by being present, 
and the two first named were the 
speakers of the evening. Taking the 
International convention as his topic, 
Mr, Reed gaye a full outline of the 
proceedings. He said there was a 
wonderful spirit manifested among 
the four thousand delegates, repre- 
senting 1200 clubs with 90,000 mem- 
bers, and while there were some dif- 
ferences of opinion on the flody of the 
convention, these were due to the 
fact that the delegates have the in- 
terests of the organization at heart. 

The four fundamentals of Kiwanis 
were strongly emphasized, namely: 
1, to give primacy to the human and 
spiritual rather than to the material 
values of life; 2, to encourage the 
daily living of the golden rule in all 
human relationships; 38, to provide 
through Kiwanis clubs a_ practical 
means to form enduring friendships, 
to render altruistic service, and to 
build better communities; 4, To co- 
operate in creating and maintaining 
that sound public opinion and high 
idealism which makes possible the in- 
crease of righteousness, justice, pat- 
riotism and good will. The speaker 
further referred to the four types of 
membership which are possible un- 
der the new constitution, and then 
passed on to deal more particularly 
with the report of the committee on 
business methods and standards. 

Modern business, said Mr. Reed, de- 
mands a recognition of the principles 
of equity and justice, and its stand- 
ards require (1) fair dealing as ex- 
pressed by the golden rule; (2) con- 
sideration for the other fellow and a 
full knowledge of his problems be- 
fore condemnation of him and the 
service he is attempting to render; 
(8) personal high quality and ability 
and training of every Kiwanian for 
the life work which he has chosen. 

In conclusion, Mr. Reed remarked 
that although he had enjoyed mingl- 
ing with the delegates, who were 
among the keenest minds of the 
North American continent, he was 
thoroughly glad to be back among 
his own folks of Edmonton Kiwanis, 
the finest fellows in the world, in the 
best of all countries—Canada, our 
home. 

Doe. Tatham also touched on some 
aspects of the convention, interspers- 
ing his remarks with his usual jests 
of unusual type. He also gave a full 
outline of the forthcoming district 
convention of the western Canada dis- 
trict, which will be held in Idmon- 
ton September 7th and 8th. He con- 
cluded by issuing a hearty invitation 
to all local Kiwanians to be present, 
and also to take in the trip to Jas- 
per, which will be one of the attrac. 
tions.

HARVEST GENERAL 
AT END OF MONTH 


(Special to The Times) 

Winnipeg, Aug. 11—Heavy rainfall 
over the three prairie provinces with 
moderately cool temperatures has re- 
sulted in vigorous growth and filling 
af grain, but slow maturity, during 
the past week, eccording tv the crop 
report issued today by the Canadian 
Pacific railway. 

There is no manifestation of rust, 
according to the report, nor damage 
from other causes apart from the 
small areas damaged by hail. 

Livestock receipts at the various 
stockyards continues heavy and there 
is a good demand for quality stock- 
ers and feeders at improved prices. 
The market is geuerally better than 


during the previous week. 

Manitoba — The crops 
look promising and grain is filling 
cut well and rust reported during the 
previous week has made a further pro- 
gress. With favorable weather cut- 
ting should begin about the twenty- 
fifth and become general September 
first. The large area of flax prom- 
ises a good yield as well as oats and 


generally 


barley. Pastures are good and live 
stock is doing well. 
Saskatchewan — The weather has 


been cool with showers during the 
past seven days in this province. Suf- 
ficient precipitation has occurred and 
warmer weather and sunshine are 
now essential to bring grains to 
maturity. The feed situation has im- 
proved in the drought areas, but of 
little benefit to grain crops. The 
cutting of earlier sown crops should 
commence about the twenty-third and 
later grain about September first, 

Alberta—The weather conditions 
have been cool with heavy rainfall 
over the entire provinee, This mois- 
ture has somewhat improved the late 
crops in the drought areas as well as 
the feed situation, but with the low 
prevailing temperatures, has retard- 
ed the ripening of crops. Cutting 
will probably begin about the 20th, 
and become general toward the end 
of the month.

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THE VEGREVILLE 
SCHOOL BURNED 


Vogreyville, Aug. 10.—Damage to the 
extent of about $5,000 was done to the 
public school by a blaze which broke 
out at three o’clock this afternoon be- 
tween the ceiling of the third story 
and the roof. The blaze was placed 
under control with the greatest diffi- 
culty, It was confined to the garrei 
but broke through the roof in several 
places and was finally extinguished 
only when the collapse of the roof 
seemed imminent. 

Considerable damage was done to 
the interior of the buildiug by water 
tnd smoke, and as well as requiring 
«oO be reroofed, will have to be r2- 
plastered throughout. Maps, charts, 
ete., will be a total loss. The build- 
ing is of solid brick construction and 
otherwise would have been a total 
loss. The only suggested origin of 
the fire is defective wiring. It is 
doubtful if the school can be repaired 
in readiness for the opening of the 
tall term. 


GORGES OF ALBERTA 
YIELD THEIR SECRETS 


Days in Alberta when a huge in- 
land sea Dbillowed and waved, and 
when dinosaurs splashed about in the 
salty marshes on its fringe, were por- 
trayed by Prof. W. A. Parks of the 
University of Toronto, in the geology 
section of the British Association, 
Describing the geological 
formations in which some fifteen of 
the prehistoric monsters have been 
located in the Red Deer valley, Al- 
berta, Prof. Parks told how. rivers 
have eut deep trenehes through the 


western plains, and slashed the pratrie 


country with gorges 300 to 450 feet 
in depth. Wach of them is virtually 
a gash through the surface of th 
earth's erust, in which can be studied 
the rocks that compose the upper 500 
fect. of its surface. 

“From an examination of the gorges 
it is possible to reconstruct the his- 
tory of the time at which the layers 
of rock were formed,” Dr, Parks stat- 
ead. “The climate of the time, the 
sens or lakes that existed, the ant- 
mals that roamed about the earth or 
swam in the waters, are all indicated 
in the clays, sand and other rocks 
yf the cut banks of the rivers, and it 
needs only patient work to decipher 
the reeord and make alive again the 
conditions of the far-remote age and 
the creatures that inhabited the area. 

“The rocks exposed in (he Red 
Deer valley, which is ono of these 
gorges, are of the Paleocene and Up- 
per Cretaceous strata. They were 
laid down when a great interior sea 
was making its last stand on the con- 
tinent, before resuming its retreat to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

“At times sea conditions prevailed 
and the water was that of the open 
sea. At other times the waters were 
brackish, or even fresh. 

“When the brackish water condi- 
tions prevailed, dinosaurs existed on 
the land, in the marshes at the mar- 
gin, and in the salty waters beyond. 
The dinosaurs, a special race of rep- 
tiles, were highly developed, and lived 
in large numbers. 

“Their skeletons are exposed in 
great numbers up and down the Td- 
monton and Belly river formations, 
so that this region is one of the most 
prolific in the world. 

“pwonty-five expeditions have re- 
sulted In the collecting of at least 180 
major specimens, and a wealth of 
fragmentary material.” 

expeditions sent out from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto have secured 12 
to 15 specimens since the end of the 
war, Bight have been mounted in the 
galleries of the Royal Ontario Museum 
among them being included = some 
types which are new to science.

It has been said that many farmers 
in western Canada cannot afford to 
go bankrupt. This is another way of 
saying that the conditions of the 
Bankruptey act are such that they 
cannot pay the legal expenses of go- 
ing through the necessary motions. 
It has been suggested that the act be 
changed to make it easier to go bank- 
rupt. But that is not the whole story. 
When the matter came up in the 
house of commons recently Mr. La- 
pointe took the contrary stand that 
the act was lenient. He declared 
that the credit of the farmers had 
been undermined and that if the way 
was made easier for them to go bank- 
Tupt their credit standing would be 
destroyed altogether and they would 
be unable to borrow from the banks 
or buy on terms, <All of which goes to 
show that credit is a two edged 
sort of weapon and that the man who 
dodges his debts legally or otherwise 
will not find it easy to borrow again. 
It is better to pay as you go if you 
want to go very far, 


If You Had 
A Million? 

If- you had a million dollars, what 
would you do with it? We all feel 
perfectly qualified to criticize the mil- 
lionaire, but probably if we were mil- 
Nonaires we would do just about what 
the present millionaires are doing. 
It is easy to be generous with other 
people’s money. It is easy to tell the 
other fellow just what we would do 
if we were in his place. It is easy 
to believe that if only we were some- 
one else we would be very much bet- 
ter than he. But to be generous with 
cour own money, to do what we ought 
to do while in our present condition, 
to do while in our present position, 
and to live as we think the other man 
should live, is a vastly different thing. 


If we had a million dollars what 
would we do first? Would we not the 
very first thing proceed to gratify 
some long-deferred wish? We would 
pomptly call for the automobile agent 
and buy the finest auto he had; we 
would call in the architect and builder 
and proceed at once to erect a new 
house, It is all right for a man 
worth $5,000 to ride in a Ford, buta 
millionaire must have something het- 
ter. The old house was good enough 
for us when we were poor, but the 
millionaire must, he positively must, 
have a better house. And we would 
buy some new clothes, and some new 
furniture; new pictures, a new conser 
yatory, new books, and a_ thousand 
things every millionaire ought to 
have. Summing it all up we should 
find in all probability that the very 
first impulse if we had a million dol- 
lars would he to begin at once to spend 
it on ourselves. Not all of it, of 
course, for every man would assuredly 
want to give more to church and char- 
ity, to missions and to help the needy. 
But we feel convinced that these lat- 
ter would be completely subordinated 
to the main purpose, which would be 
to minister much more largely to our 
own comfort and happiness, 

How much then would the world be 
better if we received one million dol- 
lars? In most cases we are certain 
the poor old world could shift for it- 
self, for we would certainly use our 
wealth to minister to our own neces- 
sities and those of our immediate re- 
latives. This means that if our Lord 
and Master handed over to us $1,000,- 
000 in trust for this world, we would 
immediately forget the trust and pro- 
ceed to administer it as though we 
were absolute owners, and were re- 
sponsible to no one for our actions, 

Some will insist that we are making 
a mistake and misjudging good. peo- 
ple, but we are almost certain that 


there would be so few men who could | 


administer $1,000,000 unselfishly, as to 
cause men to marvel exceedingly it 
by any chance one of this type should 
appear. Not that wealth makes us 
selfish; it but gives us a_ better 
chance to show our unselfishness. Not 
that wealth makes men hard-hearted 
and unsympathetic; it but lifts them 
out of the circle of those who are fac- 
ing hardship and poverty, and isolates 
them a little more from human want 
and suffering. 

The truth is, probably, that the mil- 
lionaire spends his money very large- 
ly as the non-millionaires spend theirs, 
and the supreme selfishness of the 
method is simply made a little clear- 


er because the man is called to deal 
with larger amounts. One reproach 
of our civilization is the selfishness 
with which we conserve what we es- 
teem our rights, and the forgetfulness 
of others which we too often regard 
as a preliminary to success. The 
wealth of the world needs Christianiz- 
ing; and the small fortunes need it 
equally with the large. 


Price of 


Wheat | 


For the past month or longer we 
have heard and read much about the 
possible price of wheat for the coming 
season, which has been based on the 
estimated shortage of crops from the 
different sources, with consequent 
agreeable predictions for big results 
for all those who may be fortunate 
enough to have good crops. There is 
ho question about the shortage as 
compared with last year’s yields, and 
better prices, much better, will be 
realized this fall than has been offered 
for some time. The high prices are 
holding strong, wavering a little, with 
a gradual tendency to go higher, and 
it is noted that the reason for such 
has been attributed by some to be a 
political result accentuated and in- 
troduced as campaign propaganda, by 
one of the two big parties in the com- 
ing presidential election in the Unit- 
ed States. We can appreciate how 
such would have its effect, and how, 
for political purposes, the idea would 
be grasped up and used as ammuni- 
tion in the hope of influencing the 
farmer vote of the country. The price 
would be maintained; if the issue is 
felt to be popular, until after the 
election which will be held Novem- 
ber 4th next; the party advocating it 
taking the credit for the higher prices 
of the product, and appealing to the 
farmer vote as a result of their rel 
sent administration. Be such as it 
may, the fact is that there is a real 
shortage of wheat which is being re- 
flected in the present high prices, 
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The first week in August brings 
to our minds again that tragic day, 
ten years ago, when the world was 
plunged into what we now know to 
have been the greatest catastrophe 
in history. It is ten years since that} 
eventful 4th of August. Nearly five 
of them were spent in war, and five 
in peace. During the first five years 
of the heat, hatred, and hell of war 
we had little time or inclination to 
moralize, We believed we were in 
the side of right, and that our duty 
was to see it through. But after ten | 
years it would be of value to look 
back to see if possible, whether our 
gains were at all commensurate with 
our losses, 


There is no question about our 
losses being great and varied. Stat- 
istics can never measure the losses 
to civilization of 20,000,000 men from 


all walks of life—some of them the]* 


most promising in the life of the na- 
tions—engaged in the war. Added to 
that, about 40,000,000 were left wholly 
or partly incapacitated. Their loss: | 
es are confined to the fighting forces. | 
In addition, multitudes of homes have 
been destroyed, cities have been 
shattered to ruins, over two hundred 
billion dollars’ worth of property has | 
been burned or buried beneath the 
sea, 

Our losses, however, are not con- 
fined to these vital and economic fig- 
ures, If that were all, it would be 
too terrible for words; but we must 
add to these the social, moral, and 
spiritual losses we have unquestion- 
ably sustained. Take over 40,000,000 
men away from normal social and 
moral environment and cause them to 
live in encampments and trenches 
for years, and what else could be ex- 
pected but a disrupted social order? 
That disruption was not confined to 
the men in uniform. It was evident 
among the people at home, and no 
one can honestly deny the fact that

An Open letter to E. E. Sparks, M.L.A. 
Editor, Wetaskiwin Times:

Mr. N. A. Larson, it is reported, of 
the Meadowbrook Creamery, at Alix, 
was fined recently in the sum of one 
hundred and forty dollars ($140) for 
the crime of Paying Too Much For 
Cream. 

This evidence of the prostitution of 
provincial legislation to a purpose so 
manifestly contrary to all the prin- 
ciples of open and fair dealing—it is 
not surprising to learn—angered the 
hitherto fortunate patrons of the de- 
fendant in this case, 

You, as a member of the Legisla- 
ture, pledged to look «after the inter- 
ests of your constituents, knew, or 
most certainly should have known, | 
of a Statute which so nearly affects | 
the majority of your rural constitu- 
ents, who have reposed confidence in 
you.
